year ending December 31, 1928. 


CouNTy FARM 


Under the continued efficient direction of Mr. and Mrs. 
J. M. Lorden as Superintendent and Matron, the affairs 
at the County Institution at Gerrish are in a most satisfac- 
tory condition. As has been the case for the past few years, 
practically all the room has been occupied during the year 
1928. More room could be used to good advantage, and 
for which it will soon be necessary to provide. 

All necessary repairs to the buildings have been made to 
keep them in good condition. The farm is in a high state 
of cultivation and its products are a great help in keeping 
the expense of maintenance of the Institution at a very 
reasonable cost. The report of the Superintendent fur- 
nishes all statistics regarding the number of people cared 
for, products of the farm, ete.

We are glad to be able to report that the expense of 
caring for this class of charges was the lowest in many 
years. .What Jail prisoners the County had, were boarded 
at the Hillsborough County Jail at Manchester at a total 
cost for the year of $867.80. 


FINANCES OF THE COUNTY 


The report of the Treasurer shows total, receipts from 
all sources for the year to have been $237,857.29, including 
temporary loans in anticipation of taxes. Total expendi- 
tures including payment of loans $234,423.25. 

The County has on deposit in savings banks the sum of 
$70,000 which was received from the sale of the old jail 
property. The interest on this is being used toward the 
County expenses in accordance with a vote of the County 
Convention. There were no outstanding bonds or notes 
at the close of the year.

Report of the Chaplain 


To the Commissioners of Merrimack County: 


In this my sixth annual report I am requested to give the 
results of my work for the past year. I have had the great 
privilege of speaking to the people at the Farm on twenty- 
six occasions. On ten months of the year the usual ser- 
vices on the first and third Sundays at 3 o’clock P. M., 
have been held. 

The attendance has been good and only sickness prevents 
a few from coming to the chapel services. The men from the 
brick building across the way are always in attendance and 
manifest the greatest interest. In all of these years I have 
failed to detect the slightest disrespect on the part of my 
hearers who come from the two institutions in the County. 
My helpers remain the same as was reported last year. Mr. 
and Mrs. J. M. Lorden are always in attendance and con- 
tinue to be helpful in urging all to spend this consecrated 
hour for their mutual good. There has been a great im- 
provement in the singing and on the part of Mrs. Lyle 
Watson, our pianist, and her daughter, Dorothy, the soloist, 
much time must have been spent between Sundays to give 
to all that spiritual uplift that comes from sacred song. 
They can with Miss Esther Woodhouse and Miss Elsie 
Baker easily lead the congregation, and more and more new 
voices are in evidence. The solo at each service is the at- 
traction and is looked forward to with great anticipation 
by all. 

I have done my best at the six funeral services to be 
helpful and not to sadden depressed ‘hearts, but to bring a 
ray of joy and comfort, believing that these friends called 
home may be enjoying as much blessedness as the best in 
the land. 

I do not want to neglect my visitations to the hospitals 
or to the rooms of the sick and dying. At any time I am 
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willing to respond to a call from any man or woman in the 
home of the County or in the Jail, if I can bring the love 
of my Master and the assurance of salvation to any one. 
My phone number is 26-4. 

Some things are worthy of record and ought to be pre- 
served. “Mrs. J. M. Lorden and her assistants took all 
that were able of the girls and women on an outing to Pine 
Island Park, Manchester, one day last week.” Just like 
her—so thoughtful of others. 

“In remembrance of Father’s Day last Sunday, the older 
men at the Farm were all presented with a nice necktie, 
the gift of Capital Theatre.” 

A visit of the Salvation Army of Concord, did us good 
and proved a red letter day for all, especially the former 
members of this very helpful organization. Father Brophy, 
always a welcome guest, held two confirmation services dur- 
ing the year. One member of these classes, a noted musician 
and artist, was confirmed, only to receive several months 
after her reward. 

No drama has come to the Farm the past year, but we 
have the promise of at least two for 1929. 

“Thursday evening was passed very pleasantly at the 
County Farm. The old people were entertained by a piano 
and vocal recital by Dorothy Watson, assisted by her piano 
pupil, Miss Anna McKeon. Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Williams 
played several violin and piano selections also.” 

Christmas was an enjoyable day at the Farm for all. A 
sumptuous turkey dinner was served by Superintendent and 
Mrs. Joseph M. Lorden. Mrs. Knapp of Concord and Mrs. 
Fred James of Boscawen, distributed to the shut-ins many 
useful articles, tasty viands and fruits, given by friends in the 
County which were much appreciated. One hundred and seven 
individuals assembled at 2:45 o’clock from the home of the 
County, the Jail, friends and entertainers. They listened 
to the following program: Community Singing, “Come All 
Ye Faithful,” accompanied by Misses Hilliard and Kellar 
of Concord; Devotional Exercises, led by Chaplain Rev. 
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Daniel McInytre of Boscawen; Violin and piano selection 
by Misses Hilliard and Kellar; reading, appropriate to 
Christmas, by Mrs. Knapp; Farce, “Gentlemen Prefer 
Blondes”, by Miss Virginia Frary and Miss Elizabeth Her- 
ron; Cornet and piano selection, Mr. Leonard and son of 
Franklin; Piano selection, a medley of Christmas Carols, 
by Miss Dorothy Watson; Dialogue, “Eager Eyes,’ Dor- 
othy, Mary E. and Robert R. McIntyre; Violin and piano 
selection, Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Williams, receiving an en- 
thusiastic encore; Vocal selection, Mrs. Arthur Leonard of 
Franklin; Violin and piano selection, Misses Hilliard and 
Kellar; Farce, “Stage Struck,’ Misses Frary and Herron; 
Cornet and piano selection, Mr. Lenard and son; Com- 
munity Singing, “O Little Town of Bethlehem’; Benedic- 
tion. 

Our faithful Commissioners, Messrs. Britton, McQuil- 
kin and Colby took the role of Santa Claus in an admirable 
way, distributing the gifts from two large trees, greater in 
number than on any other Christmas occasion. 

The Chaplain would like to thank in this public way, our 
genial Superintendent for his kindness and great interest 
in the religious life of the Farm; although a busy man he 
has never failed his folks at the Farm to have singers and 
speakers on hand, and on time.

Report of the County Solicitor 


To the Commissioners for the County of Merrimack: 


In accordance with the requirements of the law, I sub- 
mit the following report for the year ending December 31, 
1928. 

For the second time during my service as Solicitor, it was 
found unnecessary to have any Grand Jury at the April 
Term of the Superior Court. The most significant conclu- 
sion to be drawn from this is that for the six months pre- 
vious to that Term, Merrimack County was free from any 
crime of serious consequence. 

It is almost entirely within the power of the Solicitor to 
load up the records of the Superior Court with criminal 
cases of small consequence or to dispose of them in the 
lower court. With the co-operation of the police officials 
throughout the County, it has seemed a matter of common 
sense to dispose of all minor cases in the municipal courts 
during the past few days. This means not only a saving 
in money to the County but much more efficient enforce- 
ment of the law. Criminal cases can be much better dis-. 
posed of when the evidence is fresh in the memory of the 
witnesses and the respondent ‘has not yet gotten over his 
consciousness of guilt. 

At the October Term of the Superior Court the Grand 
Jury found four indictments as follows:

Manslaughter l 
Robbery 1 
Larceny 1 
False pretences 1 


The most important matter to be disposed of was that 
involving assault and robbery by Howard F. Bates upon 
a resident of Concord. This was a brutal crime which 
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might have had fatal consquences to the victim and Bates 
was sentenced to State Prison for not less than eighteen 
years nor’ more than twenty. 

The larceny case was a matter of comparatively small 
consequence and should have been disposed of in the muni- 
cipal court. All the stolen property had been recovered, 
the man was out of work and had a large family. Under 
the circumstances the only reasonable thing was a suspended 
sentence which was duly imposed. As yet the other two 
respondents have not been apprehended. 

With the end of 1928 I concluded ten years of service as 
Solicitor and I found the work extremely interesting. The 
increasing demands of my private practice, however, com- 
pelled me to retire voluntarily from this office which re- 
quired a considerable portion of my time. 

I feel that the situation in Merrimack County with ref- 
erence to law enforcement is generally satisfactory. Oc- 
casionally we have a crime of violence and almost invariably 
the Police have been fortunate in apprehending the guilty 
persons. This has been reflected in the small number of 
indictments returned by the Grand Jury. 

With reference to crimes of less consequence, the num- 
ber has been reduced greatly in this County. Drunkenness 
continues to be a greatly reduced factor in the economic life 
of our people. From such figures as I have at my dis- 
posal, it would appear that the cases of this sort which ap- 
pear before our courts number only about ten per cent of 
the figures at the peak under license. My experience im- 
pells me to say again that the prohibition of the traffic in 
intoxicating liquor has been a greater benefit to the people 
of New Hampshire than any other single thing in its history. 

The enforcement of the liquor law has been reasonably 
diligent throughout the County and it is safe to say that 
there is a comparatively small amount of liquor sold in this 
jurisdiction. However, it requires a small quantity of al- 
cohol to set up a pocket peddler and it is only by the exer- 
cis of constant vigilance that these violators can be kept 
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under control. With the constant tightening of the sources 
of supply, it has been found that many of the old drinkers 
are turning to canned-heat and other alcoholic preparations 
of a commercial character. There seems to be no way of 
preventing such offenders from killing themselves by drink- 
ing these poisonous mixtures but they do it with adequate 
knowledge of the consequences. 

The automobile law continues to be the worst violated 
statute on our books and there is a constant stream of cases 
in the municipal courts as a result. Most of these are of 
small consequence and involve only minor violations of a 
technical character. The number of cases where the res- 
pondent has been guilty of driving under the influence of 
liquor seems to be about the same from year to year and 
continues to be a disturbing factor. Fortunately in recent 
years we have had practically no fatal accidents as a result 
of this offence but such drivers are a constant menace on 
the highway. It seems clear that the more rigid our en- 
forcement of the liquor law is, the less likely we are to 
have these drunken drivers on our roads. 

I am writing this final report of my official activities with 
regret for I have enjoyed the work. I have found that 
cooperation among the various officers is the most im- 
portant element making for success in criminal work. It 
is with great pleasure that I ean testify to the excellent help 
I have received from all the officers with whom I have come 
in contact. Sheriff Wooster and his deputies, Chief Kim- 
ball and his department, City Marshal Manchester of Frank- 
lin, Chief Dupont of Pembroke, Inspector Welcome of the 
Motor Vehicle Department, Commissioner Caswell and his 
deputies of the State Department and many others have 
helped to make Merrimack County a better place to live in.
